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Summer Schools 


List Schedules 


The West Elementary School 
will be used for Andover’s regular 
Elementary summer school this 
year, the school administration has 
announced. Assistant Superin- 
tendent Vaughn I. Clapp says the 
West school is designed for year- 
round use (air-conditioning) and 
has ample space for the expected 
elementary summer school enroll- 
ment, 

The elementary summer school 
program will run from July 6 to 
July 30, from $ a.m. to 12:15 p.m. 
each weekday. 

The high school will be used, 
as in past years, for the secondary 
summer school. Clapp says that 
the relatively close location of 
the two schools, and the hours 
arranged, should make transporta- 
tion easier this year for those 
families who will have children at- 
tending both the elementary andthe 
secondary summer school ses- 
sions. The secondary summer 
schoo] also opens July 6, but runs 
longer, until August 13, and its 
hours are from 8:45 a.m. until 
12 noon. 

The Bancroft school will be used 
this summer for the Title I - 
Deerjump Program, and for the 
pre-kindergarten program, both 
operated under Title I federal 
funds. 

The Deerjump program is a

program offers. It will run from 
July 6 - August 13, from 9 a.m. 
until 2:30 p.m. 

The pre-kintergarten program 
will operate July 12 through Au- 
gust 20, from 9 a.m. until 11:30 
a.m. each week day. 

Secondary Program 

For the past several weeks 
meetings have been held withprin- 
cipals, department heads, 
directors, and guidance personnel 
in the three secondary schools of 
the Andover system in an attempt 
to determine the academic needs 
of the students. relative to the 
summer session. Current thinking 
presents needs for remedial 
courses in the following areas: 
English (for all grades, 7-12); 
mathematics (for all grades, 7-11); 
French I; Spanish 1; and Remedial 
Reading. There will also be 
courses in personal typing, Driver 
Education, and Driver Training. 

Within the past three weeks 
meetings have been held in the 
same three schools with groups of 
students in an attempt to deter- 
mine the greatest needs for en- 
richment courses and activity 
meetings.

“If there are citizens in the 
community who would like to say 
‘thank you’’ to our young people, ’’ 
Mrs. Davis asks, ‘‘please do come 
next Thursday.’’ ‘‘Decisions Un- 
limited has made contact with 
many of our fifth, sixth, seventh, 
eighth and ninth graders. Their 
intent is to help develop the sense 
of responsible decision making 
in younger students, against the 
time when they will be confronted 
with the problems of alcohol or 
drug abuse. They have attempted 
to establish communication with 
the students, gain their respect, 
and encourage them ‘o find other 
alternatives than drugs and alcohol 
for deriving satisfaction from 
life.”’ 

Project Care volunteers, on the 
other hand, operate a telephone 
counseling service or ‘‘hot line’’, 
instituted to help people help them- 
selves. Volunteers underwent five 
months of training, guided by an 
experienced organization from 
Boston, before they began operat- 
ing the hotline, They had to learn 
not to try to decide the persons 
problems for them, but to offer a 
sincere and sympathetic ear to aid 
them in solving their immediate 
problems and refer them, ifneces- 
sary, to organizations or medical 
people who specialize in their 
needs,

Carter B. Tallman, M.D., 17 
Farrwood Drive, a local eye 
physician and surgeon, was a 
featured speaker at a “Workshop 
on Visually Handicapped Children 
in Public Schools,’’ atthe Marriott 
Motor Hotel, Newton, recently. He 
discussed ‘‘The Philosophy and 
Educational Implications of Low 
Vision Aids’ for the visually 
handicapped. 

The meeting was sponsored by 
the Massachusetts Department of 
Education. It was attended by 
Special education teachers from 
throughout the state. 

Br. Tallman, also presented a 
paper entitled ‘‘Closed Circuit 
Television System as a Reading 
Aid’’ for the visually handicapped 
before the New England Ophthal- 
mological Society at the Sheraton 
Boston Hotel. 

The paper described using a 
television camera hooked up toa 
home television set as a magnify- 
ing device to allow persons with 
marked visual loss to be able 
to read normal size print. The 
device is particularly useful to 
students. 

A small T.V. camera, the size 
of a movie camera is used to 
‘‘read” the book. This picture 
is then immediately enlarged and 
presented on a standard home 
T.V. set. The person then reads 

the enlarged words from the pic- 
ture on the T.V. set. 

This device was developed at 
the Boston University Medical

are emanating from these meetings 
are such things as extended 
physical education facilities in- 
volving games inlacrosse, soccer, 
gymnastics, archery, tennis, 
horseback riding and golf. There 
is also a felt need for a course 
and discussion session relative to 
the social and psychological pro- 
blems and needs of today’s youth. 
Many have expressed needs for 
workshops in art, scientific in- 
vestigation, and a hobby-centered 
activity wherein students of mutual 
interests can work out problems 
together. Students have also ex- 
pressed interest in asmall theater 
workshop, gourmet cooking, hand- 
crafts, and industrial arts courses 
particularly as they relate to auto- 
motives, mini-bike and motor- 
cycles, 

In this final. week of planning 
and preparation every attempt will 
be made to develop a comprehen- 
sive program .that will incor- 
porate as many of these sug- 
gestions’ as academically and 
financially possible. Applications 
for enrollment will be available 
by May 15 in all of the guidance 
department offices of the three 
schools serviced. Individual copies 
may be requested for mailing by 
contacting James Murphy at the 
High School. 

Elementary Program 

The elementary summer school 
program will be a combination of 
remedial subjects, special sub- 
jects requiring the services of 
trained specialists, enrichment 
subjects, and a list of additional 
courses and activities. The list of 
additional activities may expand 
or change, according to parent 
and student interest measured by 
a questionnaire sent out to all 
homes of elementary children this 
week. 

Remedial reading and remedial 
arithmetic courses are designed 
for children having difficulty who 
would profit by small group in- 
struction. 

The special subjects of speech 
and hearing therapy and perceptual 
motor training will be limited to 
children presently receiving this 
instruction, and enrollment will 
be determined by the availability 
of trained tutors. ; 

Enrichment subjects include 
arts and crafts and creative 
writing. Arts and crafts is open 
to children now in grades 2-6, 
and creative writing is open to 
grades 4-6. 

The additional courses, with the 
appropriate grade levels, include 
Combined Music and Art (2-6); 
Sewing and Embroidery designed 
specifically for girls (2-6); M sic 
for Musicians (4-6 with at least 
one year of completed instrumental 
instruction); Self-awareness 
workshop; Debating (4-6); Maths 
and Things (4-6); Nature Study 
.and Ecology; Doing Science (4-6). 

Elementary summer _ school 
principal Robert Shapiro said that 
in addition there will bea separate 
and completely unstructured pro- 
gram, ‘‘Interest Activities,’’ open 
to people of all ages, who will work 
together or alone in pursuit of 
their interests. The community 
and its resources will be the 
learning environment.

Another style of Jazz emerging 
from the Swing Eand era was a 
kind of dissonant swing ofter called 
‘*‘progressive’’ Jazz. This style 
continues the principal elements 
of swing. The bandremains large, 
the brasses play as one man against 
reed riffs or vice versa. Except 
for aconsiderable amount of Latin- 
American influence, the rhythm 
remains the same. 

The basic change is in the 
harmony which, under the influ- 
ence of traditional music of such 
composers as Stravinsky, Cop- 
land and Milhaud, has become much 
more dissonant in style. (One of the 
material contributors to this style 
of music has been Stan Kenton’s 
orchestra). 

This new harmonic development 
produced harmonies which were 
enriched through the successive 
inclusion of higher members of the 
overtone series. 

This also resulted in an 
extensive use of ninth, eleventh, 
thirteenth, chords and beyond. It 
was not until Eebop and Progres- 
sive Jazz that the use of higher 
harmonies and their -resultant 
complex harmonies became preva- 
lent. The complexeties of this 
style of Jazz demand deeper con- 


centration and more _ attentive 
listening.

In Annual Meeting 


The Essex Conservation District 
will hold its 1971 Annual Meeting 
Saturday. The meeting will begin 
at 9 a.m. at the Ipswich River 
Wildlife Sanctuary, Perkins Row, 
Topsfield. 

The District Meeting will feature 
a demonstration of how to make 
a percolation test. These tests are 
required for installation of septic 
tank sewage disposal systems. 
John Romanski, sanitarian for the 
three town district in the center 
of the county will make the de- 
monstration. 

Spring is the right time of year 
to really find out whether a soil 
can accept sewage effluent. It 
is a time when water is high in 
many soils.

strations will be developed into 
permanent teaching exhibits at the 
Sanctuary. 

Other demonstrations will 
include how soils are sampled for 
town and farm soil surveys and 
how soil scientists cantell whether 
a soil will give a homeowner a 
wet basement or not. These 
demonstrations will be under the 
direction of Fob Morehouse and 
Don fuller of the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service.

At a time when not all of the activities of youth are 
praiseworthy, it is refreshing to see here in Andover a 
group of young people who have worked untiringly to 
assist other youngsters who are facing social problems. 

The organizations are Decisions Unlimited and Project 
Care. 

Students in. Decisions Unlimited have presented the facts 
about abuse of drugs and alcohol to Andover students in 
the fifth through ninth grades. Their objective has not been 
to lecture, but to inform, to establish communication 
through discussion. Their purpose is to develop the sense of 
decision making and responsibility that a young person 
needs when confronted with pressure towards drugs or 
alcohol. Their effort is to encourage students to find other 
alternatives than drugs or alcohol for deriving satisfaction 
from life. 

Project Care is a telephone counseling service intended 
to help people help themselves. Its young members have 
undergone five months of training and now volunteer many 
hours manning the hotline telephones to offer emotional 
first aid to troubled callers, and to refer them to the organi- 
zations which specialize in their needs. 

Next Thursday, adults of the community as well as 
younger people are planning a little party at the Phillips 
Academy Log Cabin when a “thank you” will be extended 
to the young people who have been working for Decisions 
Unlimited and Project Care. 

Mrs. Marion Davis, Andover High School advisor and 
health teacher, and a Citizens’ Committee, have extended 
an invitation to the general public to be at the Log Cabin 
next week from 6:30 to 8 p.m. to enjoy coffee and desert 
and to meet and thank the sincere young people who have 
manned the two agencies. 

It’s a wonderful opportunity to show appreciation and 
give support to the constructive activities of the younger 
generation. 


Across The Sea 


A quarter century ago, Mayor George D. Young and 
Mayoress Maude Sainsbury of Afidover, England, visited 
Andover to participate in the town’s tercentenary celebra- 
tion and bring greetings from our sister town across the 
Atlantic. 

They won the hearts of everyone: and enjoyed telling 
about the small English town they officially. represented. 

Now Andover is planning to mark the 325th anniversary 
of its founding with an observance at the end of this month. 
Of course, the program will not be as elaborate as that of 
1946, and we don’t expect the present mayor of Andover, 
England, to be on hand. 

But thanks to a former local resident, F. B. Cole, who 
writes from Claridge’s in London, we can report that An- 
dover, England, has been on the move. 

A clipping from the London Evening News relates that 
ten years ago the population of the English town was 
15,000. Today, some 26,000 reside in Andover, England, 
and the projection is that by 1981 the population will be 
50,000. 

“For the first 50 years of the 20th century Andover was 
living in the 19th century, but now we are living in the 
21st,” says Town Clerk Whatley. 

Shows that both Andovers are progressive communities. 
But they also have their problems. : 

“Until a few years ago, it was sheer hell to get through 
Andover at weekends. It once took an hour to cross the 
market town on the edge of the Salisbury Plain,” writes the 
London News reporter. ‘But now a by-pass is open and the 
town’s life can carry on more peacefully - and there is an 
upsurge in trade now that heavy lorries no longer trundle 
through the center of town.” 

According to the English writer, there are plenty of car 
parks, too. 

On the river Anton which flows through the center is the 
Town Mill which ts being converted into a Youth Center 
with coffee bar. It will house a discotheque and eventually a 
bowling alley. 

Although Andover, England, is a lot older than Andover, 
Mass. - its charter was issued by King John in 1200 - it 
seems to have a lot of modern ideas, such as the Youth 
Center. 

Thanks, Mr. Cole, for sending us such a fine progress 
report from our namesake in England. 


What Our Readers Say 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

Recent newspaper comments and 
editorials relative to Andover’s 
form of Town Meeting have sug- 
gested that a fair evaluation of 
of alternate forms of government 
such as Representative Town 
Meeting, or even a city type 
structure be reviewed. 

But to be genuinely fair should 
we not really consider the present 
form of Open Town Meeting and 
both its advantages as well as 
its alleged disadvantages. And as 
it presently stands I feel that due 
consideration of the present ad- 
vantages has. been lacking. 

Let’s logically look at the 
situation. 

The critics of Open Town 
Meeting say it is ‘‘unwieldly,”’ 
that it is inefficient that the 
people are uninformed and that 
it takes too long to conduct. But 
is this really a valid argument? 
Why must the approval of monies 
and vital issues be rushed? What 
is wrong with exploring in depth 
all points? Must a Town Meeting 
to be successful simply rubber 
stamp the administrators request? 
Not even considering the School 
Department’s budget, it was re- 
freshing to see other town offi- 
cials explain why they needed their 
budget increases. And this is 
probably the only time and place 
when serious interested voters 
can question issues. If officials 
find their budgets drastically cut 
by ‘‘uninformed’’ voters it can 
be attributed primarily to lack 
of preparation and communication 
on their part. In short, crisp auto- 
matic approval is not half as good 
government as are seriously pre- 
sented and discussed issues which 
if approved represent a true con- 
sensus, 

The second major criticism of 
Open Town Meeting is participa- 
tion. It is argued that too few 
people attend Open Town Meet- 
ings, and that is a fact. 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 
Would 
William ©. King, Chairman of the 
School Committee on his letter to 
the editor in the April 29 issue. 
In said letter he excused Dr. 
Daniel frishman, a member of 
our school committee for saying: 
‘*We will zap it to them” -- mean- 
ing to the voters who at town 
meeting voted to cut the school 
budget. As a voter attending 
town .meetings along with other 
voters we feel that it would have 
been much better had Mr. King 
apologized to the voters for Dr. 
Frishman’s nonsensical remark -- 
rather than excuse him. To the 
voters it seemedthat he Dr. Frish- 
man challenged our integrity. 
Maybe Dr. Frishman shouldZ ap 
it to himself while serving on our 
school committee. The voters of 
Andover have been very generous 
in the past complying with the 
School Dept. requests. They cer- 


like to comment on. 


But it is not true that any 
other form of meeting will offer 
an incentive for more overall 
participation. If we use an 
estimated base of 10,000 poten- 
tial voters in Andover, we can 
see that approximately 3to 10 per- 
cent (or 300 to 1000 people) 
attended the various 1971 meet- 
ings. And several years ago when 
a real critical issue was involved 
I would estimate that over 2000 
people or 20 percent’ attended. 
While ballot voting certainly in- 
volves a much larger percentage 
and a_ perfectionist democratic 
society can argue for 100 percent 
participation, statisticians will tell 
you that a sampling of 3 to 10 
percent of interested parties is 
a good selection and much smaller 
ratio’s are used in preparing 
national polls, TV ratings, TV 
election forecasts, andother things 
we have come to accept as mean- 
ingful statistical results. 

If we had a Representative Town 
Meeting of say 240 people what 
real incentive would the additional 
60 to 760 people (based on 1971 
attendance) have to attend. They 
could speak but not vote. Would 
they really show up Monday after 
Monday night? I doubt it. Apathy 
is pronounced enough without 
further encouragement. In short 
then, why discourage direct 
participation with intermediaries. 
And what assurance do we have 
that a representative meeting 
would result in a sampling of 
individuals - that professional 
groups, town workers, taxpayers 
association, etc., would not 
dominate the representation. 

I am not saying that the above 
points are overriding, but I do 
feel that they deserve full con- 
sideration in reaching a fair solu- 
tion. It may just be possible that 
a new cure may be worse than the 
disease.

Revised Mental Health 
Laws Effective July 1 


Periodic reviews for patients in 
state mental hospitals, stricter 
and more rigorous standards for 
involuntary mental hospital com- 
mitments, the abolition of involun- 
tary admission of mentally 
retarded persons to state insti- 
tutions, limitation of the length of 
time that persons may be 
hospitalized under criminal sanc- 
tions while awaiting trial - these 
are a few of the provisions of the 
new Massachusetts Mental Health 
Reform Act of 1970 which becomes 
effective on July 1. 


The act replaces all statutes 
which govern the admission, treat- 
ment and discharge of mentally 
ill and retarded persons under the 
care of the Commonwealth. Of- 
ficially termed Chapter 888 of 
the Acts of 1970, the new law 
places broaderregulatory 
authority in the office of the com- 
missioner of the Department of 
Mental Health. 

To prepare for implementation 
of the new commitment code, five 
special teams have been named by 
Mental Health Commissioner Mil- 
ton Greenblatt to handle separate 
phases of the complicated law. 
They will work under the overall 
supervision of A. Louis McGarry, 
M.D., director of legal medicine 
for the Department of Mental 
Health,
